HARVEST APPROACHES 


EXPECT ONE HUNDRED MILLION 
BUSHELS OF WHEAT 


Preparations Have Started for the 
Garnering of the Immense Western 
Grain Crop—All Raliways are Con- 
centrating their Attention to the 
Handling of Grain Shipments— 
36,000 Box Cars Availabe 

Winnipeg. —From the eastern bound. 
aries of Manitoba clear across the 
three sunset provinces to the foothills 
of the Rockies, a good 1,000 miles, and 


in a belt approximately 300 miles wide 
on an average for that distance, the 
wheat fields are rapidly turning from 
an olive green to an undulating ocean 
of russet and gold. Preparations have 
started for the garnering of somewhere 
in thegneighborhood of one hundred 
million bushels of wheat, not to men 
tion other grains. 

“The breadbasket of the empire” is 
the term aptly applied to Western 
Canada, and while the reaping of the 
crop is now a momentous proposition 
in the west, the matter of conveying 
the contents of this basket to the 
market is of equally great significance. 
All of the railways of the west are con- 
centrating their attention just now to 
the handling of grain shipments 
offered along their lines, and it can be 
safely snid that in point of adequate 
facilities the grain this year will be 
handled with greater despatch and in 
f more satisfactory manner than ever 
before. 

From statements secured from each 
of the three great railroads in the west 
as to the preparations they have made 
in this regard, it is ascertained that 
upproximately 35,000 box cars will be 
available for the movement of this 
crop with approximately 750 locomo- 
tives, 


G.N.R. and C.P.R. in Merry Race 

Vancouver.—The Canadian Pacific 
railway has a new move on hand that 
is regarded as a direct reply to James 
J, Hill’s invasion of Canadian Pacific 
territory, along the International 
boundary line on the prairies. 

The new proposal is that of a short 
line from Spokane to Vancouver, tap- 
ping the country immediately to the 
north of V. V. and E. Hill line. The 
Northern for three years has been en- 
gaged in building sections of the V. V.

ON FISCAL POLICY 
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Right Hon. Haldane Declares Maxim 
of Defence Conference Will Be 
That the Gritish Empire is One 
and Indivisible on the Question of 
Defence—People of Canada are 
Prepared to Pay Their Share 

London.—In proposing the toast of 
the Imperial Defence conference at 
the British Empire club banquet. at 
the Guildhall, Secretary for War Hal- 
dane declared there was only one 
maxim which we can lay down: 

“That the British Empire is one and 
indivisible on this question of defence 
(cheers). 1 believe it will be on that 
inaxim that the conference will really 
be concentrated. We recognize that 
the command of the sea must come in 
first place and that the army which is 
to protect the empire must be no army 
chained to these shores; but an army 
lof long range, suited to deal with pro- 
blems at long range.” 

Sir Frederick Borden, replying, said 
while Canada stood upon her rights 
and insisted upon her fgeedom, it is 
; untrue and unfair to Canada, for any 
man to say, as has been said: “that 
Canada’s patriotism and loyalty de- 
pended to the slightest degree upon 
| what the fiscal policy of Britain might 

be.” (Hear, hear.) He thought true 

imperialism was that which led dif- 
ferent nations along the lines of de- 
velopment of their own resources, but 
they realized their imperial responsi- 
bility. The people of Canada were 
prepared to pay their share of the cost 
in thoroughly preparing — themselves 
for local defence and they are prepar- 
ing to take their part in the defence of 

‘the empire.

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Director of Experimental Farms | 

Thinks Yield tor Dominion Will 
Exceed That of Last Year 

Ottawa.—Dr. William Saunders, | 
director of experimental farms, who 
has just completed an extensive tour 
of the western grain fields, says that 
if frost does not interfere the crop 
Yield should surpass that of last year. 
In Ontario he found that the crops 
had suffered through spring droughts.

| “The conditions out west,” said Mr. 
Saunders, “are most promising and 
are better than last year. The seed. 
ing may have been late, but the farm. 
ers are catching up rapidly and har- 
vesting will be as early as usual. The 
area under grain is greater than last 
year, especially in the province of 
Saskatchewan. The grain in the new 
provinces is more advanced than in 
Manitoba, but this was owing to the 
season opening earlier. There will be 
a difference in the fall.” 

Dr. Saunders pave some interesting 
detaile in regard to the government 
trials at the Peace river. This farm is 
300 miles north of Edmonton and ex- 
periments are being made as to the 
suitability of land for different kinds 
of grain and feed. All the trees and 
shrubs planted there came through a 
Winter with a temperature as low as 
68 below, ae 

J. H. Grisdale, the  agriculturist, 
who has also returned from a western 
trip, says that for a few miles around 
Winnipeg the growth looks backward, 
but elsewhere it is the most magnifi- 
cent crop he has seen. Nothing can 
he safely Dre clges however, as much 
,injury might*be done by frost. 


Scotch Farmers Not Leaving Home 

Montreal.—Among the guests, at the 
Windsor Hotel recently were Hon. 
J. Maxwell Scott and Mrs. Scott, the 
latter being the great-great-grand- 
daughter of Sir Walter Scott. They 
are present owners of Abbotsford, al- 
though residing in London, Mr. and 
Mrs. Scott are en route to Kamloops, 
Where a son is now staying. 

Mr. Maxwell Scott spoke very hope- | 
fully as to the present agricultural 
outlook in Scotland, saying that farm- 
fers are doing better than for some 
time past. Although Canada is be- 
coming very well known as a great 
farming community, he did not know 
that a great many people were now 


leaving Scotland for the western 
plains. He felt, however, that when 
Scotch farmers were compelled to 


lenve the fatherland no better place 
could be ftoutitnan in the Dominion 
of Canada, where they would have all 
the advantages of British institutions 


and all the protection which — goes 
with the British flag. They had 
‘learned that Seotch farmers were 
much appreciate! in Canada, — and 
here Mrs. Max cil Seott remarked 


that she necepted this as a very great 
compliment to Seotch people, and it 
was also a very great pleasure for her 
to renlize that her countrymen were 
tuking such prominent places in the 
commercial, financial and agrieultural 
life of the Dominion. As te political 
matters, Mr. Maxwell Seott remarked 
that until reeent tine the old country 
had medioere government, and a 
change would be heartily weleomed by 
almost every class of the community,

Madrid.—The government's ‘silence 

as to the situation at Bargelona is still 

unbroken, and no statement has yet 
been vouchsafed giving any adequate 
idea of the bloody events attendant 
upon the uprising of revolutionists. 
The summary of the situation shows 
that the conditions at Barcelona are 
greatly improved, and the belief is 
prevalent here that the trouble will 
soon be over. No information as to 
the number of revolutionists court 
martialled and sentenced has reached 

Madrid. Already the work of clearing 

away the evidences of the revolution 

at Barcelona has begun and the vari- 
ous indWetries will, according to these 
reports, resume operations at once. 

Throughout Catalonia the situation is 

decidedly calmer and reports from 

other parts of the country bring news 
of similar improvement of conditions. 

At Melilla the Moors are actively 

preparing for a new attack on the 
Spanish position, but General Marina 
has been instructed that as soon asthe 
hig army is concentrated to assume 
the offensive march out of Melilla and 
strike a decisive blow, The work of 
reinforcing Melilla is occupying the 
war department. Scores of young men, 
sons of the most préfninent families, 
have reported to the department. offi- 
cial. and offered their services in or- 
wanizing a regiment similar to the Am- 
eriean rough riders in the Cuban cam- 
paign.

|A Brief Biography of Soldier Who 


May Visit Canada. 


General Horatio Herbert, first Vis- | 


count Kitchener of Khartoum—who 
has just completed the great work he 
undertook in 1902 of reorganizing the 
British Indian Army—was born on 
| Midsummer Day at Ballylongford, in 
the County Kerry. % 
| During his exceptionally brilliant 
military career the retiring Indian 
commander has asserted himself with 
characteristic confidence and unbend- 
ing will, and Lord Kitchener must be 
| accounted one of the most strenuous 
soldiers that the British Empire has 
ever pcséessed, 

Coming of a military family, Lord 
Kitchener passed thirty-eight years 
ago from Woolwich into the Royal 
Engineers. Since then his coveer has 
been one of scintillating brilliance, 
for “K. of K.”’—as he is now often 
called “for short’—has heen to the 
fore in many expeditions and cam- 
paigns, and has “built himself an 
everlasting name” for thoroughness 
in the profession of arms. 

A veritable “glutton for work,”’ he 
assisted in the Palestine survey in 
1874-73 and that of Cyprus of 1878-82. 

Then he was sent to Egypt, and 
entrusted with the command of the 
Khedive's cavalry and the remodelling 
of the native army. Having effected 
thi# to his own exacting desiring, he, 
jas Sirdar, conducted a vigorous op- 
Ng ‘o the forces of the Khalifa. 

e found it necessary to build a rail- 
way to Omdurman before he finally 
broke the power of the prophet, anni- 
hilating the Khalifa’s army in 1898. 
By this time he had reached the 
rank of maijor-general and been made 
a K.C.B., and he came home covered 
with Egyptian honors, to receive the 
thanks of the British Parliament, a 
peerage, and a grant of £3000. 

In the year following, when matters 
seemed tu be going wrong with our 
forces engaged against the Boers in 
Scuth Afriva. Lord Kitchener was 
sent out as Chief of Staff to Lord 
Roberts. Here, again, he distinguish- 
ed himself for determination and dash 
in combination; and when Cronje had 
been circumvented at Paardeberg and 
the British tlag hoisted in Pretoria, 
he was promceted to the commander- 
ship of the forces in South Africa on 
Lord Roberts’ return to England. 

Kitchener brought the long cam- 
paign te a close. Again the gallant 
fighter and fine organizer was thank- 
ed by Parliament, given a further 
£50,000 from the country’s public 
purse, and raised in the peerage to 
}a viscounty. 

As a full general he was sent out in 
1902 to India as Commander-in-Chief, 
| with practically a free hand to reform 
‘the army of our great Empire of the 
Orient. His ideals of duty brooking 
no civilian interference in mutters 
military, Viscount Kitchener soon 
came into conflict with the then 
Viceroy. Lord Curzon, and the frie- 
tion ensued in the resignation of that 
able statesman in 1905, 

Since then Lord Kifchener has 
practically been permitted to have his 
own way at headquarters in) India; 
and on the completion of his task in 
ithe Orient, he is credited by some 
with hankering after overthrowing the 
influence of the non-military element 
in the War Office for good and all,
